All, that was found of Mrs. 


Resser was a shriveled skull, a 
>art of the backbone and fragment 
of foot. The chair was burned to 
.he steel springs. 


The theory reached by the police 


of fleets was this: 


The 67-year-old widow, known 


to have taken sedatives the night 
before the charred icmams were 
'ound, went to sleep while smok- 
ng a cigaret in her apartment 
he night of July 2. The cigaret 
set fire to her highly inflammable 
rayon acetate nightgown" "causing 
mmcdiate death if the deceased 
va.s m a semiconscious condition. 


"Once the body became-ignited 


almost complete destruction occur- 
ed from burning: of its own fatty 
issues for there is enough fat 
ind other inflammable substances 
0 permit varying amounts of de- 
itmction. 


"In this case the absence of any 


icoichmg or damage to furniture 
an only be explained by the fact 
hat heat liberated by a burning 
body has a tendency to rise and 
orm a layer of hot air which 
never came in contact with the 
uimshings on a lower level."

OPS Has No Control Over Rail 
Elates, So Consumer Is Stuck

WASHINGTON, (AP) —Trying 


to keep down living costs is like 
trying to sit on a pail of steam. 
And now just a little more steam 
has escaped. 


Railroads have been allowed to 


raise their freight rates. They got 
permission yesterday 
from 
the 


%CC, the 
Interstate Commerce 


Commission. 


Since this, of course, raises the 


cost of shipping goods, the ship- 
pers will want to boost the price 
of their goods to pay for the 


. added cost. 


But the retailer who buys from 


the-shipper will get stuck unless 
he can tack on this higher price 
to the goods which finally are 
gold to you. 


' * 
You're Stuck 


So you get stuck, the consumer. 


You're the last buyer. 


That's a simplified explanation 


of how prices will rise as a result 
of the ICC ruling. 
But

away a couple of things come to 
mind:

1. I thought OPS—Office of

OPS has absolutely no control 


over anything done by the ICC 
which is a long-established agency 
whose Job is deciding what freight 
rates' ought to be. 


And the price control law pass- 


ed by congress flatly said the law 


^fdoes not apply to ICC. 


Called Hearings 


When the railroads asked ICC's 


permission to raise freight rates, 
ICC called h e a r i n g s to let 


their railroads explain why they 
needed an increase. 


OPS officials went to the hear- 


ings and told the 
members of 


ICC what the effect on inflation 
and living costs would be if freight 
rates went up. 


But they 
didn't, since 
they 


couldn't attempt to tell ICC what 
to do. So the latter wasn't work- 
ing in the day when it approve: 
an increase of nine per cent in the 
East for the roads and six per 
cent in the South and West. 


Here Arc Reasons 


Since the ICC has to be fair to 


railroads, the ICC members de- 
cided on permitting the freight 
increase for these reasons: 


This country needs 
to 
keep 


their railroads in good running 
shape to carry goods; there's an 
emergency now; the railroads-are 
spending, and will spend, a lot of 
money on much new equipment 
a lot of this spending has been 
encouraged by the 
government 


and the "shipping public, with na- 
tional defense primarily in mind." 


All of which is a gentle remin- 


der that the job of keeping down 
living costs, while trying to be 
fair all around, isn't simple. 


How will the increased shipping 


costs finally be passed on to the 
buying public? 


Various Methods 


An OPS economist said 
the 


methods used for passing on the 
increases will have to vary be- 
cause there 
arc 
various 
OPS 


price regulations. 


He said that in some 
cases, 


such food, the increases may be 
passed on automatically. 


In others businessmen handling 


the shipped goods must, before 
adding the extra cost to their 
price, get OPS permission to do 
so.

While the accounts and statistics of the bureau of recla- 


mation'are designed more often to confuse than to inform, 
the Associated Press, quoted two significant figures on the 
inauguration of the Grand Coulee irrigation project last week. 
When it is finished, in 1959, the agency reported, it will have 
cost half a billion dollars to put water on half a million desert 
acres-^-a thousand dollars an acre for farm lands.

As with so many similar cosmic boondoggles, the engi- 


neering-.of this project is. inspiring. High above the deep 
valley in which the Columbia river now flows is a huge 
trough, 27 miles long, that was the bed of the Columbia dur- 
ing the ice age and has now been made into a reservoir. The 
biggest pumps in the world, taller than a six-story building, 
will pump river water up into the reservoir from which it will 
flow through1 canals to irrigate the highlands of Washington, 
usually too dry to grow crops without irrigation.

This irrigation project was part of the original plan for 


the Grand Coulee hydro-electric dam, largest in the world. 
Before. Mr. Roosevelt latched onto it as a depression spend- 
ing measure, it had been a dream for decades with citizens of 
what Spokane calls the Inland Empire. When the New Deal- 
ers went to congress for the money, they represented that 
the-irrigated lands of Grand Coulee were going to provide 
dependable farms for the Okies and other dispossessed resi- 
dents of the dust bowl. 


The dust settled in the dust bowl 10 years ago, and those 


farmers who stuck it out have grown rich raising wheat and 
cattle. Meanwhile, construction on Grand Coulee proceeded. 
Every year or so, when he needed a platform for.a campaign 
speech, Mr. Roosevelt would drop by and "dedicate" the proj- 
ect. Mr. Truman staged the last dedication in 1948. The irri- 
gation dedication was graced only by Michael Straus, com* 
missioner of reclamation.•

A peculiarity of New Deal spending projects is that how- 


ever long it may take to build them they are frequently ad- 
vocated as a remedy for some immediate and pressing need. 
Sen. Murray of Montana played a variation on the dust bowl 
theme during the war'when he urged, among reasons for 
building Hungry Horse dam, that it would stimulate the pro- 
duction of beans for. our Russian allies. Hungry Horse dam 
is still unfinished, i 


But now they are about ready to distribute the irrigated 


farms at Grand Coulee—though not to Okies. Just what does 
a farmer do with land that cost $1,000 an acre to make 
arable 1 Grand Coulee is no natural hothouse. The temper- 
ature range in nearby Spokane is even wider than that of 
Chicago. The haul of 2,000'miles or more bars all but a few 
of Washington's farm products, like apples, from eastern 
markets.

.The answer, of course, is that no farmer can pay $1,000 


an acre for the land. Neither can he pay for the water which 
alone'makes it useful at a rate to amortize a government in- 
vestment of $1,000 an acre, or even half that sum, which is 
closer to the-reclamation burea's figure on costs. The New 
Dealers say they have it figured out. The profits on the 
power from Grand Coulee's generators are going to pay the 
expenses that, the farmers can't assume. 


This'public power, by their account, is vastly cheaper 


than any private company can supply. It is cheaper only be- 
cause they use bookkeeping methods that would land the 
managers of any nongovernment corporation successively in 
bankruptcy and the penitentiary. Costs are written off to 
such dubious benefits as flood control and navigation. The 
worst floods the Columbia basin ever had took place a few 
years ago, after the federal dams were built.

Beyond that, these federal projects enjoy artificially 


cheap money, out of the federal treasury, and are exempt 
from jncome taxes. Their asserted profits are only a measure 


r of ;the"extent to which they have usurped functions that 


should be "performed by taxpaying corporations, and thereby 
have-transferred their tax burden to the taxpayers of the na- 
tion. 


A bottle of water from every state in the union was 


poured into the Grand Coulee pumps when they started up. 
This was symbolic, all right. The money that the taxpayers 
of the 48 states have poured into this gigantic political pro- 
motion is measured by the tank car, not the. gallon.—The Chi- 
cago Tribune.

Solving Wild Card Problems

Questions have been piling up 


for some time, now, so we'd better 
clear up a few of them. The new 
rules about the number of wild 
cards in a canasta seem to puzzle 
quite a good many of players. 
Perhaps my answers will straight- 
en them out. 


Q—Are you ever 
allowed 
to 


have more than three wild cards 
in a canasta? 


A—Never. Three wild cards >» 


the limit.

Q—My side had, two canastas 


but no other melds. I was down, 
to'.one card, and drew a wild card 
from the stock. Can I add it to 
one of my canastas and meld out? 
Each canasta had three wild cards 
in it already. 


A—You are not allowed to add 


the wild card to either canasta— 
as long an each canasta already 
contained thr*»e wild cards. 
You 


must simply keep on playing.

Q—Does a player have the right 


to open a closed canasta of either 
side to determine the number of 
wild cards in it and whether they 
are deuces of jokers? 


A—You may Inspect a canasta 


only at three times. 
First, you 


may open It up at the time It Is 
completed. For example, suppose 
your partner make* the canasta. 
You may open It up during the 
turn on which he completes It, 


and even during the next player's 
turn. 
Once the next player has 


discarded, it is too late to open 
up the canasta and Inspect it. 


Second, you may open up a 


closed canasta- If somebody tries 
to add a wild card to it. The pur- 
pose of the Inspection Is to make 
sure that It docs not already con- 
tain the limit of three wild cards. 


Third, you may open a closed 


canasta at the end of a hand—to 
count it up for the score. 


However, 
you never 
open a 


closed canasta just to see whether 
the wild cards in It are deuces or 
jokers.

The Doctor Says: 


Glandular Fever Not Known 
To Be Related to Cancer 


By EDWIN P. JORDAN, M.D. 


"What 
is 
mononucleosis?", 


writes Mrs. H. M. P. "Is it relat- 
ed to cancer?" Taking the sec- 
ond question first, the answer is 
"no"—not so far as anyone knows 
infectious mononucleosis, or gland- 
ular fever as it is sometimes call- 
ed, is not in any way related to 
cancer. 


To medical men this is a most 


interesting disease. In all proba- 
bility it is caused by a virus and 
one of its characteristic features 
is the increase of certain cells In 
the blood known as mononuclear 
cells. 


The large number of these cells 


was formerly sometimes confused 
with leukemia (with which mon- 
onucleosis also has 
no connec- 


tion) and often caused a good 
deal of alarm. Whatever the rea- 
sons, glandular fever seems to be 
somewhat more common than it 
used to be; possibly, because of 
its usually mild 
nature, 
many 


people had it without knowing. 


The symptoms are often hardly 


noticeable. 
Vague 
pains 
and 


slight loss of appetite are com- 
mon. 
Generally there is a slight 


fever. 
Lack of pep and head- 


aches are also 
frequent 
com- 


plaints. 


Sometimes thore is a . nausea 


and vomiting. The lymph glands 
In the arm pits, neck, groin and 
elsewhere are 
usually 
enlarged 


nnd this is whnt hns given the 
disease its other name of glandu- 
lar fever. 


All of llirso thincs, of course, 


can accompany many other dU* 


orders. In order to make sure of 
the diagnosis, the blood must be 
examined for the characteristic 
cells. 
Also there is a 
special 


blood test called the heterophile 
antibody test which is fairly defi- 
nite in infectious mononucleosis. 


NOT TOO SERIOUS 


In general people who get this 


disease do well. It lasts perhaps 
for several weeks and like any 
infection leaves a person some- 
what run down and weak for a 
while longer. What medical men 
always fear, however, is that any 
disease of this nature may get 
more severe as time goes on. 


Indeed there have been reports 


of some victims of infectious mon- 
onucleosis with serious complica- 
tions, though as a rule it is a 
mild condition. 


There is not much to be said 


about-treatment since there is not 
a great deal to be done for it ex- 
cept rest 
and take the usual 


treatment 
for 
mild 
Infections. 


There is a good chance, however, 
that one or more of the newer 
antibiotic - relatives of penicillin 
may be helpful 
since some of 


them work pretty well on other 
virus diseases.

Pegler Calls' Lynchings No Worse Than Violence and 


Deaths Brought on by Union Picketing

NEW YORK—The president's committee on civil liberties recom- 


mended a federal law to punish communities in which lynchings are 
suffered to occur. A lynching is the infliction of death or injury on 
any person by a mob or organized power without process of law. Union 
mob murders, shootings and beating* are, specifi- 
cally exempt under the anti-lynching- bills offered 
in accordane with this report. 


Under sun a law inidents such as those reported 


here wold not be deemd lynchings: 


In Berryton, Ga., Miss Nellie Tucker, 45, a worker i 


and a law-abiding American citizen, was killed by a 
mob of goons who overturned an automobile in which 
she and five other women were trying to enter a 
textile plant. Her body was crushed and she was 
dead when state trooper* lifted her. out. Some of 
her companions suffered minor injuries and shock. 
There were 200 in the mob at this point. Some of 
the goons were women. Prior to the lynching of Miss Tucker, the power 
cables were severed and a water main was dynamited. 


The union involved is a northern organization now carpet-baggi^S 


in southern textile factories. The murder is a warning that southern 
citizens may suffer the death penalty for refusing to join. 


In Chattanooga, a union driver of an omnibus shot and killed a 


passenger, a negro man, when the passenger "reported" him in the 
office of the bus company, for passing him up at a corner. The victim 
was unarmed. ' 


He had made no attack on the • 


driver. The 'bus Company fired 
the driver. Then the whole trans- 
portation system was paralyzed 
for five days by a strike of drivers 
and shopmen in protest over the 
discharge of a union man for kill- 
ing an unoffending citizen in cold 
blood. The victim's 
seven-year- 


old son saw his father shot down 
for presuming to report a union 
man. 


The Anderson Independent, of 


Anderson, S.C., published the fol- 
lowing news item: 


"The first two weeks of the 


CIO's strike in the southern tex- 
tile industry passed rather quietly. 
This week, the strike fell into the 
usual pattern, mass picketing and 
the blocking of U.S. highway 29 
at Danville, Va., led to shooting 
and a general fight which lasted 
an hour. At Durham, N.C., a 
member of the CIO textile union, 
a mother with children, who in- 
sisted on working, was blasted 
from bed when dynamite was set 
off under her home. At Buffalo, 
in union county, the reported dis- 
cussion between former 
friends 


over CIO membership led to a 
shooting in which one man was 
slain and another wounded." 


The Anderson Independent re- 


ported that there was strife be- 
tween rival officials of the CIO 
and also between rival unions of 
the CIO and the American Federa- 
tion of Labor in their competition 
to capture new subjects in the new 
southern textile industry. 


The textile union of the CIO 


elevated to authority over a group 
of local unions in Massachusetts 
a criminal, notorious in Worces- 
ter, who had been convicted .of 
taking the earnings of a prosti- 
tute. The war labor board, the 
army and the office of war in- 
formation joined in honoring this 
pander at public exercises. The 
national 
union, dismissed 
him 


after he had been exposed in 
these dispatches. It had ignored, 
his disreputable character until 
then. 


On April 28, the International 


News reported from Wake Forest, 
N.C.: 


"State police called out by a 


governor's e m e r g e n c y order, 
brought uneasy peace today to a 
Wake Forest cotton mill where 
two CIO strikers and a newsman 
were wounded during a lengthy 
gun battle between pickets and 
besieged non-strikers. Fifty of- 
ficers stood guard outside the 
royal cotton mill, scene of a dusk- 
to-midnight exchange of rifle and 
shotgun fire touched off when 
dynamite was hurled at the plant. 
An estimated 250 strikers, and 
non-strikers, holed up inside the 
plant, traded shots in the worst 
outbreak of violence since 40,000 
CIO textile workers walked out In 
April at 50 mills throughout the 


south. The gunfire ended when 
state police, by order of Gov. «W. 
Kerr Scott, cleared the plant area 
and sent home all but three£f 
the besieged workers." 


The Chattanooga Times on Sun- 


day, April 22, said: 


"Glenn W. Smith, indicted on 


April 4 with 12 other labor lead- 
ers, on a charge of inciting strike 
violence, is on parole from a life 
sentence for burglary and lar- 
ceny in Pontiac, 111., according to 
an FBI report received at the 
county jail yesterday. Smith, 40, 
president and business agent 4.>r 
local 515, Truckdrivers' and Help- 
ers' union, was the only man to 
be fingerprinted of the 13 charged 
in an eight-count presentment by 
the grand jury. He has been here 
about two years. The FBI re- 
port said Smith was also sen- 
tenced'in Pontiac to 20 years for 
burglary and larceny on Sept. 13, 
1926. The life sentence was handed 
down in 1932. The report showed 
he had served eight years beftk-e 
being paroled. 


"The charges here arose out of 


strikes at Dixie Savings stores, 
Robinson Freight Lines and Mer- 
cer Pie Co., with 15 specified in- 
stances of violence cited. They 
range from assault with intent to 
murder to conspiracy to commit 
arson." 


Last March, in Miami, a negro 


,employed by a Lundry Workers' 
union of the AFL was shot fire 
times by a group of Detroit gun- 
men who took him for a "ride." 
He said two other employees of 
the union had been successfully 
murdered. He said he and the two 
murdered men knew so much 
about the criminal methods of the 
union goons in "organizing" the 
laundry industry that it had been 
decided to put them away. Fire 
and dynamite were among the 
persuasions ,used. Four members^? 
the Detroit "Purple Gang" were 
imported to Miami for this pur- 
pose 
and 
contact 
was easily 


established with pro-union poli- 
ticians in the city administration 
so that gangsters received legal 
credentials to carry guns and act 
as private detectives. 


I have yet to hear of any action 


by the AFL in Washington to 
remove from power Ralph Howard 
Alsup, the boss of the Nevaj i 
State Federation of Labor, wfio 
last year shot an unarmed union 
painter in the body and who quali- 
fied for labor leadership by five 
criminal convictions in his native 
Texas, including a stick-up of a 
small town in which he and two 
other desperadoes disarmed the 
two marshal and mayor, locked 
them in a boxcar and robbed a 
store. Texas later gave him a" 
pardon on a curious legal tcch^V 
cality.

MATURE PARENT 


TEEN-AGE IS GOOD TIME 
TO TALK MARRIAGE TRAITS

As our sons and daughters pass through their teens, they should 


be given clear and specific help in recognizing traits in people that 
make poor marriage risks. 
Far be it from me to suggest that we ought to try and persuade 


Chuck and Lois to choose their mates by psychological tests. We 
couldn't persuade-them, even if we wanted to. But jye might be able 
to persuade them to heed advice drawn from our own practical experi- 
ence'with the human weaknesses we know threaten happiness in mar-i 
riage. 
. 
Unless they're briefed, Chuck and Lois aren't going to give much 


thought, for instance, to what it might be like to be married to some- 
one who can never admit he's been wrong. 


Some day, when Lois'is getting on to 17. her mother might say: 
"Take your father. He has faults, we know. But have you ever 


noticed how Dad is just as nice to me when we're alone as when we 
have company? 
"Watch out for the young man who treats you as though he didn't 


know you when you're with other people. When you always seem 
to say the wrong things to a man's friends or family, he may be too 
dependent on what they think of him. 
"People who argue over little, unimportant things are not very 


sure of themselves. 
"Try not to be too impressed by personal charm; people who have 


it are sometimes inclined to trust it too much. 
"Jealousy, of course, is flattering; but men who are jealous of 


you are apt to resent you for making them feel inferior.^ So don't en- 
courage jealousy because you're really encouraging hate." 
SOME ADVICE FOR CHUCK, TOO 
' 
Chuck probably knows for himself that girls who are always re- 


proaching a boy for not telephoning, or for getting tickets to the 
wrong show, are girls who may become nagging wives. But he might 
be quite interested in his father's point of view on the girl whofcal- 
ways remembers to empty the ashtrays at parties. 
"She may be the quiet type," his father might say, "but she's a 


girl with her feet on the ground. She's a homemaker. But think twice 
before you get serious about one who goes into a long silence when 
she's angry at you. Go for the one who blows up and gets it off her 
chest."Try not to get caught in the cat-and-mouse game some women 
play with men; honest women don't go in for it. And mark this; you 
will love the girl who makes you feel good and kind and strong—the 
girl who demands the best self you've got to offer. She's the one 
you'll work for." 
Divorce is a failure in a vital human relationship. The knowledge 


that we have failed in marriage can make deep inroads on our self- 
esteem. Our young people need much better guidance than they're 
getting on the attitudes within themselves that may make marriage 
hazardous for'them. They need much better advice on the instabili- 
ties in others that can destroy love. 
. 
We should not wait until Chuck and Lois have been caught in an 


unhappy and barren love affair to warn them that people who can't 
make up their minds, who demand constant attention, who are always 
apologizing for saying cruel and hurtful things, are not mature enough 
for marriage or parenthood.

today the Russians knew a month 
befoie Pearl Harbor of the Jap- 
anese plan to strike at the United 
States and Britain in the Pacific. 


The House Unamerican Activi- 


ties committee drew this testi- 
mony from Mitsusada Yoshikawa, 
chief of the special investigating 
bureau of the Japanese attorney 
general's office. 


The house group and a Senate 


subcommittee were simultaneously 
holding separate hearings revolv- 
ing about activities of a Soviet 
spy ring, headed by Richard Sorge, 
which operated in Japan before 
and during World War II. 


Yoshikawa testified that Sor- 


ge's spy apparatus sent a mes- 
sage to Moscow early in October, 
1941 while U.S.-Japanese peace 
talks were going on in Washing- 
ton. He quoted it as advising that 
"if America retuses to compro- 
mise by the middle of October, 
Japan will attack America, the 
Malay countries, Singapore and 
Sumatra."

Governor Vetoes 
Yearly Safety 
Test for Autos 


SPRINGFIELD — (AP)— A bill 


which would have required annual 
.statewide safety tests for passen- 
ger cars has been vetoed by Gov. 
Stevenson. 


The governor said yesterday his 


principal objections was that the 
bill conflicted wi',h city ordinances 
dealing with such inspections. 


The bill provided that cars in- 


spected under the state law would 
be exempt from municipal ordi- 
nances. 


"Since the bill requires inspec- 


tion only once a year, it is clear 
that residents of cities with ordi- 
nances requiring Jnscpctions twice 
a year may, by complying with the 
state inspections, evade the local 
requirement," Stevenson declared. 


Another defect, he added, was 


the safety tests provided for pas- 
senger car's were not as stringent 
as thoe which trucks already have 
to take. 


Stevenson also vetoed a 
bill 


which sought to enlarge the powers 
of the state finance department 
relating to leasing of state-owned 
property. 


He approved a bill,creating a 


state board to regulate construc- 
tion, installation and operation of 
boilers in downstate cities.

Over Civilian Use of Metals

'Q NEW YORK —(AP)~ The gov- 


ernment is extending its controls 
this fall over civilian as well as de- 
fense -use of steel, copper and 
aluminum. Its aim is to see that 
civilian goods shortages don't be- 
come acute next winter. To that 
end, it will hand out almost every 
pound of the metals. 


The defense production adminis- 


tration hopes in time to end the 
present wild scramble for these 


Djjasic metals, which it says has 


oeen brought about in part by 
some manufacturers asking for a 
lot more metal than they need for 
defense work. 


Predict Confusion 


.But some industry 
spokesmen 


' predict the confusion in the metals 
markets will be even worse for the 
rest of this year,. %vhile civilian 
industry switches over from the 
present 
"free 
market" to one 


f^/here the'government parcels out 


the metal needed for more than 
4,000 products—everything from 
nuts and 
bolts 
to automobile 


bodies. 


Some of the metals industry be- 


lieve that by the first of tha year 
the controlled materials plan can 
be working smoothly, if it is ap- 
plied to all users—as the govern- 
ment says today it will start doing 
in October. 
** Under this plan, the makers of 
steel, copper and aluminum hope, 
each 
manufacturer 
of 
civilian 


goods will be getting his fair 
share of the metals, and makers of 
ilefcnse goods will be getting all 
they need.. 


Some Doubter* 


However, there are doubters 


around. A steel industry weekly, 
The Iron Age, says, "there Is no 
guarantee that CMP will be oper- 


WJUng realistically—that steel tick- 
ets will match production—by the 
first quarter of 1952, or later." 


The present acute scramble for 


steel, industry officials say, is due 
to the government's over-allotting 


the supply, especially among such 
finished steel product* as alloy 
steels. 


The need for control over the 


supply of steel, copper and alumi- 
num is widely accepted in the in- 
dustries involved. Otherwise the 
rearmament program could not be 
carried out effectively. The dispute 
between some in industry and 
some in government is over how 
the metals are being allotted—not 
the need for allotting them. 


In announcing that this fall the 


government would move in on all 
metal users, Defense Production 
Administrator Fleischmann said 
that even if a Korean cease-fire is 
accomplished, "it would be an act 
of incredible folly to slow down our 
defense production by one day." A 
Korean truce, he said, would be a 
stroke of luck allowing us "to 
reach 
our 
preparedness 
goals 


earlier than as originally planned."

How about a cone of frozen peanut 
custard? Or a big cream>like pea- 
nut shake? 


Coming right up—perhaps in 


the near future! 


Birmingham's 
Southern 
Re- 


search Institute has brought a 
promise of glamor for the lowly 
goober. 
After experiments in- 


volving a new means of keeping 


. the oil intact with peanut butter 
' and a new type of "free-flowing" 
nut product obtained by extreme- 
ly fine grinding, the institute has 
come up with a formula for a de- 
licious peanut beverage much like 
chocolate milk, as well as other 
items resembling milk-based foods 
such as ice cream. 


Main objective of the new "free- 


flowing nut product," developed by 
Dr. Joseph E. Vincent and Dr. 
Wilbur,A. Lazier, is its adaptabil- 
ity to many uses never attained 
by the common nut butters. The 
free-flowing syrup is the result of 
grinding shelled nuts, either cook- 
ed or uncooked, until essentially 
all solid particles have been re- 
duced to microscopic size, thus re- 
leasing a greater proportion of the 
nut oil. 


Taking the peanut still a step 


farther, Dr. Jack H. Mitchell, for- 


1 mer head of the biochemistry sec- 
tion of the institute, has produced 
a stable watery emulsion of ex- 
tremely finely ground peanuts, 
suited as bases for many nut food 
products. These emulsions, sweet- 
ened, flavored and frozen, produce 
a food rich in nutrition and of tex- 
ture similar to ice,cream. 


The product has characteristics 


ranging from those of milk to 
those of a thick custard. It can be 
a base for many easily prepared 
food variations and drinks. 


Any desired nutritive balance 


can be achieved in the mentioned 
confections through supplementary 
vitamins, amino acids, minerals, 
etc. The minute size of the solid 
aut particles makes for more ready 
digestion than any other nut prod- 
ucts and the emulsion may serve
